I 
do not believe he ever got very rich off 
of that job, but since he did have some 
capital I know that if he would have had 
the ability that the stamp business could 
have offered him greater returns than the 
supermarket. 

Anyhow this is just an example of 
how things go. No one need turn down 
the stamp business as being a childish 
occupation. If one has the ability and the 
capital it can offer greater returns for the 
money and effort than many other lines 
that one might enter. 





GEORGE W. LINN 


The reason for this editorial is to call attention to something 


that I saw in looking through my April issue of ESQUIRE. I have 
always been as much or more interested in reading the advertising 
in a magazine than I am in reading some of the mushy stories that 
so many of them print. I believe a thorough study of the advertis- 
ing pages will give one far more information of interest and value 
than is found in the reading matter of many magazines. So in 
reading the April ESQUIRE I was astonished to see an advertise- 
ment illustrating some postage stamps. It was equal to what we 
would call a two-inch double column size in our paper. One of 
that size in Linn’s, on annual contract, would cost the dealer all of 
$13.90. 

It is on page 168, top left corner, and is by Crossroads Stamp 
Co. of New York. These same people have a full two-page ad in 
our issue of March 17 which I believe cost them $300. This is for 
two full pages which is equal to 160 inches of space, costing them 
at the rete of $1.87% per inch. Their four-inch ad in Esquire cost 
them $476 or at the rate of $119 per inch which is more than 63 
times the cost of an inch of the space they used in this paper for 
their two-page advertisement of March 17, 

I am merely mentioning these figures to bring out the magni- 
tude of the stamp business as represented by this single item. Also, 
besides the advertisement of the Crossroads Stamp Co. there are 
smaller advertisements, approximately two inches in size for Har- 
ris, Frasek, Garcelon, Falecn and Zenith. These all cost over $200 
each so that in the six advertisements representing less than 14 
inches of space, there is a total expenditure of over $1500. 

Of further interest is the fact that the Crossroads ad is directed 
at big money or the type of buyer who would have to be consider- 
ed as wealthy collector or a wealthy person who wanted to buy a 
big collection. On the other hand it could appeal to some doting 
parent who has more money than he knows what to do with and 
who might buy the collection for ‘‘Junior’” as it has 100,000 (yes, 
one hundred thousand) all different stamps mounted in a series of 
Scott Specialty Albums. The price is $15,000. If that is a bit too 
steep then you can buy 60,000 different for a mere $5,000. 

At a cost of $476 for the privilege of offering this collection to 
the public we would believe that it would almost be necessary 
that a sale were made to make the advertising profitable. Of course 
you can figure this out for yourself, just as well as I can. 

As for the other five, each one is directed at what is called the 
KID TRADE. This fact alone should make one realize what a big 
business must be done through the kid trade when five big deal- 
ers who make a big business of catering to this trade can spend 
over $1000 in one issue of ESQUIRE magazine to try for such busi- 
ness. 

The whole idea of this editorial is to call attention to the magni- 
tude of the’ stamp business. It is a big business, it offers many op- 
portunities to hard workers who have the right abilities. It can 
make you a million friends if you do business with them in a proper 
manner, but it is hard work and requires both brains and ability 
to make a success of the business.

Now the original source of art 
from whence came those two 
hands is regarded as quite some 
high-powered painting.

It pictures God, on 
the right, touching index fingers 
with Adam, on the left, giving 
life to the father of the human 
race. 

However choosing two hands 
méans nothing to millions who 
will see this design since they 
do not know the source of the 
artwork, or what it is supposed to 
represent. It would have been 
just as appropriate to the public 
to have shown a couple of big 
toes, or ears. 

And if the flaming surface of 
the sun means Geophysical Year 
to the Post Office Department or 
whoever suggested, and whoever 
accepted the design. then I say 
its time to clean artistic house in 
Washington. 

If the thought was to tie in God 
with our scientific achievements, 
and how dependent we are on 
Him to lend inspiration and guid- 
ance, then this could have been 
done in a more understandable 
and meaningful way.

In relation to the letter by An- 
thony Shalna, Jr. published in 
your magazine March 24, I would 
like to endeavor to disprove Mr. 
Shalna’s views: To do so I had 
to delve into the histories of Po- 
land and Lithuania as far back as 
the 14th century and here is my 
conclusion. 


The pact of Lublin made in 
1569 ceded large portions of what 
was then Lithuania, to Poland. 
This land was what we would 
call a partition of Poland. A per- 
son born“in this land might be 
called a Lithuanian in the sense 
that I am a New Yorker, but he 
would be known as a Pole in the 
¢} sense that I am called an Amer- 
ican. 


The preceding are established 
facts and to my knowledge there 
is no historian in the world who 
would repudiate the fact that 
Kasciuszko was a Pole, save the 
Lithuanians. It is however the 
truth that the place in which 
Kosciuszko was born (Mereczow- 
szyczyno) is now part of the 
country known as Lithuania but 
at the time of Kosciuscezko’s birth 
(1746) it was legally and officially 
a part of Poland. 


Besides being born in what was 
then Poland, Kosciuszko’s par- 
ents were citizens of Poland 
which can be seen by their name 
being a Polish name and not a 
Lithuanian.

Cover From Japanese 
Antarctic Expedition 


Decidedly unusual is the Ant- 
artic cover submitted by Wil- 
liam Schneider, Muetchen, N. J. 
The cachet shows that it was 
flown from the USS “Burton Is- 
land” via helicopter to the Jap- 
anese ship “Soya”. The pilot was 
Lt. (jg) F. G. Lemke of the U. S. 
Navy. 

The cancellation is that of the 
“Burton Island’, February 17, 
1958. On the face of the cover are 
two Japanese cachets. One shows 
a circle of Japanese characters 
surrounding a large penguin with 
a glacier and the Japanese Ant- 
artic camp in the distance. The 
other depicts a polar view of the 
globe with straight line Japanese 
and English legends “JAPAN 
ANTARCTIC RESEARCH EXPE- 
DITION II”. The former cachet is 
reddish brown, the latter is green. 

On the back of the cover, in 
black, is a rubber-stamped cachet 
with anchor and coat-of-arms de- 
sign with inscription denoting 
Operation Deep Freeze, Task 
Force 43, United States Navy, 
Seapower Supports Science. The 
cover is properly franked with 
the 6c Air Force commem.

The British traditionally re- 
garded the military, naval and 
air installations of Gibraltar as 
among the Empire’s gravest “top 
secrets”. Recently there has been 
a change of thought on this sub- 
ject as it apparently occurred to 
them that even the most insignif- 
icant details of Gibraltar’s de- 
fenses must surely be known to 
the secret services of all major 
nations anyhow. 

Furthermore, the famous un- 
derground passages with which 
the historic “Rock” is honey- 
combed, represent just about the 
only local feature sure to draw 
crowds of tourists to the colony! 
So nowadays the many tunnels 
which were so laboriously carved 
and so zealously protected from 
prying eyes echo with the foot- 
steps of tourists from all over 
the world. 

A new luxury hotel was re- 
cently completed to cater to 
them. Called the “Queen’s Hotel”, 
it is complete with night club 
and motion picture theater. The 
breathtaking view from_ the 
highest points of the fortification 
takes in neighboring Spain and 
Morocco across the Straits. 

The tourists are also herded in- 
to the ancient Moorish Castle and 
into St. Michael’s Cave where un- 
usual rock formations are now | 
bathed in klieg lights. No per- | 
mits are required anywhere and 
the visitors are even free to snap

number of motor vehicles—3500. 
There are two daily and two 
weekly newspapers, one of each 
type in English, the other in 
Spanish. 

There is small scale broadcast- 
ing by the military which is 
available to civilian listeners who 
lease a private wire. About 600 
Gibraltarian households avail 
themselves of this service which 
mainly relays BBC programs 
from London. 

The commercial harbor in the 
northeast side of the Bay is open, 
free and free from obstructions. 
This is a bustling spot the year 
round as almost 8500 vessels of 
all types arrive annually. There 
are daily ferry services with Tan- 
gier and Algeciras in Spain. 

Almost half the labor force in 
Gibraltar is on: the payroll of the 
five so-called “Official Employ- 
ers”: The Dockyard, the War De- 
partment, the Royal Air Force, 
the Colony’s government, and the 
Gibraltar City Council. Since 
the Rock is virtually barren, al- 


most everything has to be 
brought in from the _ outside 
world. 


Most imports originate in the 
United Kingdom, the Common- 
wealth, neighboring Spain, many 
other Western countries and even 
Czechoslovakia. Fresh vegetables, 
fruit, fish and eggs come from 
Spain, Morocco and the Nether- 
lands. 

There are two police forces op- 
erating in the Colony: the Gibral- 
tar police force which maintains 


|order in the city, Admiralty dock 


yard and harbor and the Gibral- 
tar Security Police which con- 
trols military areas and installa- 
tions. 

Owing to the lack of space and 
the infertility of the soil there 
is no agricultural production in 
Gibraltar,

tory which started operations in 
1950 has exported large quanti- 


colony, Gibraltar has a surprising | ties of fish to the United King- 





dom and Italy. It has also sup- 
plied the local market and visit- 
ing ships. 

The factory is now working at 
reduced capacity owing to diffi- 
culties encountered in obtaining 
supplies of fish and fruit. Several 
pilot plants, however, covering a 
wide field—from fruit pulp to 
eau-de-Cologne, and from jam to 
shampoo—have been put into op- 
eration. 

Other local industries are the 
processing of tobacco and the 
roasting and blending of coffee. 

Two varieties of water are sup- 
plied by the City Council of Gib- 
raltar, potable and brackish. The 
former is obtained direct from 
rainfall, distillation and also from 
wells. Rain water is collected up- 
on specially prepared catchment 
areas and stored in reservoirs ex- 
cavated in the heart of the Rock. 

Brackish water is obtained 
from a number of wells and is 
elevated by pumping machinery 
to several reservoirs sited at vari- 
ous parts of the city. An inter- 
communicating system of distrib- 
uting pipes conveys it by gravi- 
tation to every house and the 
supply is constant. 


This water is saline, the 
amount of salinity varying with 
the seasons and reaching its 


maximum towards the end of 
summer. It is used for fire fight- 
ing, road watering, flushing and 
general sanitary purposes, 

The quantity of this class of 
water consumed is much greater 
than the yield of the wells and 
the balance has to be made up 
with water drawn from the sea. 
Over 403 million gallons of 
brackish water were supplied in 
1956. 

This concludes our comments 
on present-day Gibraltar, Our 
next column will cover the un- 
usual history of the embattled 
“Rock” and then we’ll wind up 
this series with a discussion of 
Gibraltar philately.

Courtesy Side 
To Pen-Pal Mail 


M. S. Bainard 


I am sure all of us who were 
charmed with teen-ager Betty 
Christian’s story in a_ recent 
Linn’s, feel we owe her and her 
companions much, even for the 
education it gave us. There is, 
however, one phase of the Is- 
land life we should very serious- 
ly consider and that is the finan- 
cial. It is difficult for us to com- 
prehend the economy of the re- 
mote Island — but very, very 
necessary that we do so. Un- 
doubtedly, the folks there, includ- 
ing Betty, get a very high per 
capita incoming mail. They just 
DO NOT have the necessities for 
answering it, even just that por- 
tion which must be answered. 

Even though unfamiliar with 
the way they might do business, 
and stumbling toward a possible 
solution, I would recommend sup- 
plying the Islanders with  cor- 
respondence paper and envelopes 
—and cash. No kind of postal 
money orders or bank drafts 
should be attempted and my off- 
hand recommendation is for those 
who would assist or who might 
want even a letter from there, to 
send currency—v. S., English, or 
Fijian—in registered envelopes. 

Do not send mint stamps, postal 

money orders, or International re- 
ply coupons. Send only currency 
registered. 
_ It will probably be a physical 
impossibility for the good folk 
there to answer all their mails 
and it will cause them no end of 
worry about those they cannot— 
JUST CANNOT — at least ac- 
knowledge: 

They are but a hundred or so 
folk, to answer millions of well 
wishers, stamp collectors and so 
on: Our best tribute to them is 
not for us to overburden them, 
but just silently to wish them 
well. Their necessary correspond- 
ence must be quite enough.

Set All-Time High 


The largest total ever realized at 
auction in the United States for one 
| collection was reached on Tuesday, 
| March 25 at the thirteenth Alfred | 
| H. Caspary sale by H. R. Harmer, 
New York auctioneers. 

At the conclusion of the Tuesday 
session a total of $2,537,422 had 
been obtained. The previous record 
was $2,536,663 from the sale of the 
Robert Hoe books, manuscripts, art 
and furnishings shortly after the 
turn of the century. Wednesday’s 
and Thursday’s totals brought the 
overall Casary realizations to $2,- 
597,197, with much material yet to 
be offered. 

Philately can be proud of the fact 
that a collection restricted solely 
to the ‘humble’ postage stamp 
has proved more valuable than a 
property representing all objets 
d’ art.

The many observations I 
have heard, from collectors and 
dealers, add up to the following: 

The announcement that 
“Plates No. 25862 and No. 25863 
were destroyed after only 89,896 
impressions is an indication that 
these two plates had to be de- 
stroyed prematurely. The words 
“after only” tell many that this 
was a short run. 

This number of impressions 
yields approximately 36,000,000 
stamps. Nevertheless, because of 
the wording of this dispatch the 
result soon thereafter was almost 
electrifying in the effect it had on 


All of a sudden rumors began | 








stamp collectors and dealers. 


The above mentioned bulletin 
gave this announcement large 
circulation, Almost before’ the 


ink dried collectors stormed 
dealers and post offices in search 
of these two plate numbers, as if 
they were the scarcest item in 
circulation, 








There is another part to this 


bulletin which seemed to create 
the hot pursuit for these two 
numbers and that is the second 
sentence of the same paragraph: 
“Printings from these plates 
were distributed to post offices 
ete. ”. This had an equally 
strong effect on collectors who 
felt as though it was not bad 
enough that the plate numbers 
25862 and 25863 had a short run 
—on top of that they had to be 
dispersed to postoffices, the im- 
plication being “all over the 
country”.

In this latter group one 
finds the name Lebanon borne by 
thirteen post offices and seven 
variations with a qualifying word 
such as ‘‘New’”’ or ‘‘West’’. 

Though not a_precancel one 
might add to such a religious col- 
lection a card postmarked from 
HELL, Norway, a summer resort 
just east of the old cathedral city 
of Trondhjem or Nidaros, and 
hinge nearby a _ precancel from 
Devil’s Lake, N.D. A casual viewer 
who does not believe in a hot here- 
after might be convinced on see- 
ing a precancel printed HELLAM, 
Pa. I believe the city and state 
spell it differently but the precan- 
cel listing reads that way and so 
did the post office sign the last 
time I was there. 

For those who like figures (Ara- 
bic, not feminine) we find nine 
towns in twelve states bearing the 
names of states other than the 
ones in which they are located. 
Must be confusing to any befuddled 
tourist who asks where he is on 
the morning after. Also in the list 
are 28 towns in nineteen different 
states bearing the names of foreign 
countries, 

The historian and the veteran 
might collect the precancels from 
the many post offices that bear the 
names of famous battles from our 
Civil War, as well as those of 
towns named for foreign battles 
where American troops have been 
victorious in the past. They might 
also include towns named for for- 
eign battles in which America was 
not engaged, particularly those 
connected with Napoleon. We find 
his name in several of our states 
on precancels but so far only one 
| Bonaparte post office and it has 
issued precancels. 

If a larger historical collection 
is desired one might add the towns 
with the names of our Presidents 
eyen though some may not have 
been named for the president in 
question. All three names of one 
of our recent presidents can be had 
on precancels. Some enthusiasts 
may try to get the town name of 
a President precancelled on a 
stamp showing his likeness and to 
him or her I need offer no advice 
except to start young and hope for 
many years. 

One may also gather quite a col- 
lection of towns whose names con- 
sist of more than one word. Two 
word towns 
three word towns get rarer and 
four are very limited. The writ- 
er has found only one precancel 
with five words to the name from 
a post office in Indiana. Even in 
small print the five word precancel 
covers the average stamp pretty 
thoroughly. 

Precancels are not supposed to 
appear on commemorative stamps 
but the supply is plentiful, some- 
times by favor. The Bureau does

sue, Postal Adviser Mustafa al- 
Kablawy, whom the writer, out 
of philatelic loyalties, had taken 
into his office-room as a tempo- 
rary boarder during the crisis, 
came storming in, waving three 
sealed mail pouches. 

“Our first day mail will not 
go out!” he roared. 

It appeared that the disgrunt- 
led pilot had unofficially return- 
ed to the 5-mile-distant airport 
before sundown’ and_ broken 
through the Yemeni security 
guards, who exercised discretion 
in not shooting him. He had then 
“kidnapped” the plane and flown 
it to the British Crown Colony 
of Aden, a half hour’s flight, to 
spend the night 
Crescent Hotel there. 

Now, Yemen has forbidden any 
non-Arab plane to fly over her 
territory to Aden, with which she 
is virtually at war, and regular 
EAL flights go from Taiz to 
Ethiopia to transfer passengers 
to the Ethiopia-Aden run, Also, 
no plane ever takes off from Taiz 
airport except on direct personal 
order of the Imam or his blanket 
order for regularly scheduled 
flights. 

Crown Prince Seif al-Islam al- 
Badr, as his father’s Deputy 
Prime Minister, promptly cabled 
the EAL headquarters in Addis 
Ababa to cancel the entire con- 
tract with Yemen, and to be ad- 
vised that it was prohibited for 
EAL planes to land in Yemen at 
any time. 

Flabbergasted when confronted 
with this ultimatum and with a 
confirming cable from their Taiz

After having waited many months In the Post Office vaults and after 
many sets had been “liberated” and sold abroad, the Yemen issue 
marking the Arab Postal Union finally received first day handling on 
February 2. The cancellation is actually dated January 31—when found 
legible enough for its native language (and calendar) inscription to 


which permitted eventual issu- 
ance of the set and the applica- 
tion of Arab Postal Union rates 
between Yemen and the other 
signatories (Saudi Arabia, Iraq, 
Syria, Lebanon, Jordan, Egypt 
and Libya). The first application 
of the rates came with the First 
Flight from Taiz to Asmara and 
Cairo on last January 27. 

Issuance of the set came as a 
byproduct of the insistance of 
Egypt’s Survey Department on 
payment for the printing costs of 
the issue. Yemen’s Cairo embassy 
cabled the Imam that payment of 
500 Egyptian pounds was urgent- 
ly required in this matter. 

From here on, the plot thickens, 
involved our old friend “Mr, X” 
of Damascus, and included the 
| unofficial release of certain quan- 
tities of the unissued set in Jan- 
uary 1955, most of which hit the 
| American market ‘at least two 
weeks before the first day of is- 
sue in Taiz! 

According to the official ver- 
‘sion, a leading Egyptian dealer

On the other hand, warns a 
recent edition of the U. S. Postal 
Bulletin, certain restrictions are 
applicable, and the Bulletin ad- 
monishes all postal employees 
concerned to make every effort 
possible to aid collectors in com- 
plying with all such regulations. 
The fact remains however, that 
if a collector conceals or misrep- 
resents the contents of a sending 
and subsequently suffers the loss 
abroad of his property, the loss 
must be borne by him. 

The official notice is directed 
at postal employes, and is print- 
ed below to aid collectors in their 
correspondence. In case of doubt 
or question, they should consult 
their local postal authorities: 

“Postage stamps, canceled or 
uncanceled, are regarded in. the 
international mail as merchan- 
dise. They may be mailed in let- 
ters or letter packages, in 8- 
ounce merchandise packages 
when addressed to countries ad- 
mitting this class of article (see 
221.285, Postal Manual), or in par- 
cel post packages. Stamps can- 
not be mailed as printed matter 
or under the classification of 
small packets (see 221.277b, Pos- 
tal Manual), 

“Acceptance of stamps in let- 
ters or letter packages addressed 
to countries which do not admit 
dutiable articles in letter mail 
(see 221.215, Postal Manual) will 
be at the risk of the sender. The 
Department will not be respon-| 
sible in case the stamps are seiz- | 
ed by the country of address, or} 
returned as prohibited. 

“Some countries do not admit! 
postage stamps in the mail at) 
all, or admit them only under} 
certain conditions—for example 
Israel, Italy, and Japan. When ar- 
ticles or parcels containing stamps 
are presented for meiling, the 
accepting employee should care- 
fully note the information appear- 
ing in the relative country item 
in the Directory of International 
Mail.”

The “New Handbook” 
Asks For Support 

Just arrived in the mail as 
‘this is being prepared is No. 4 of 
|“Collegium  Phiiatelicum”, the 
magazine of the “Neues Hand- 
buch der Briefmarkenkunde” or- 
ganization in West Berlin. The 
editorial departments were 
moved there after the recent 
change which forced Ing. Krich- 
eldorf (Freiburg) to abandon his 
editorship owing to insufficient 
time in his professional activities. 
He is a civil engineer, and things 
just caught up on him with the 
result that the work on the “New 
Handbook” could not be carried 
on. 

During the philatelic events in 
Stuttgart last August, the “New 
Handbook” Working Group pre- 
sented its annual report. : This 
stated that the immediate target 
was the completion of the letters 
“M” and “N” in the non-German 
countries section, and the crea- 
tion of a new series of booklets. 
To be called “Series C”, the set 
would comprise those countries 
which have emerged since the 
publication of the previous parts 
of the “New Handbook”, or were 
not treated in the original al- 
phabetical sequence (examples: 
Israel, Jugoslavia, Liechtenstein). 

The group also wants coopera- 
tion, particularly from collectors 
who have made a study of Ger- 
man stamps after 1935. There is 
now very little original sheet ma- 
terial left of the modern issues 
of Hitler Germany, and there has 
not, of course, been any research 
published which has gone into 
the amount of detail required for 
the Kohl Handbook and its suc- 
cessors. 

“Well, we just bought our 
blocks of four, and never bother- 
ed about the research on this 
modern stuff”’—time and _ time 
again I have heard this sentiment 
from collectors, and in the case 
of the German material, the war 
also destroyed many a dealers’ 
stocks of sheets. 

So if you collect Germany, and 
want to help in the “New Hand- 
book”, please drop a line, outlin- 
ing your interests and special- 
ties, to Dr. W. Gerhard 
Schmidt, editor, at Jenaerstrasse 
16, Berlin-Wilmersdorf, Germany 
(West Berlin). 

Ten Million Mark Note 

“Ten Million Marks will be 
paid by the Reich Bank Head 
Office against this banknote to 
bearer. This Banknote may be 
called in after October 1, 1923 
and exchanged against other le- 
gal tender. Berlin, August 22 1923. 
The Directors of the Reich Bank”, 

I illustrate one of these nistoric 
banknotes, which are the money 
which bought the 1923 German 
inflation stamps. The reason I 
am doing so is to recall that it is 
just 35 years since those disas- 
trous days in the Weimar Repub- 
lic, which had been created out of 
the remains of defeated imperial 
Germany. 

In my collection of German 
currency the story of the once 
proud Empire is told only too 
clearly. There are no notes be- 
fore about 1906—not because 
there were none printed, but 
chiefly because earlier issues 
were exchanged about that date. 
At the same time the note cir- 
culation was increased consider- 
ably in the train of the German 
armaments program. 

I have a 1000-mark note, series 
of 1910, a proud thing in buff and 
brown, with the full crest of the 
Empire on the back. It came in 
the collection, with lots of oth- 
ers—at about 2c per note. 

Yet, only fifty years ago, it 
was wealth. Nominally, it was 
$250; its purchasing power would 
be nearer $1500 today. It was the 
dearest note in circulation, at a 
time when you could buy (ac- 
cording to my mother’s 1906 
cookery book) the complete 
equipment for a kitchen for 60m. 
A laborer ‘of the day could count 
himself lucky to earn 25 marks 
a week. 

You could have bought 200 
copies of the 5m. definitive for 
that banknote; even today that 
would be $30 catalog (based on 
Scott’s No. 95), or if you had 
spent it earlier, you could have 
turned it into 200 copies of No. 
78, and made $5500 on the deal— 
better in any event than a couple 
of cents. 

As the war progressed, and 
more and more money rolled off 
the presses, we find not only 
dearer notes, but also new things 
at the bottom of the scale, a coin- 
age substitute entitled “Dar'ehn- 
skassenschein” or Treasury Obli- 
gation. It covered denominations 
of 1, 2 and 5m. instead of the Im- 














perial silver. The lower denomi- 
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nations were still coins, but now 
struck in iron. 

At that time, of course, these 
bought the simplified Germania 
stamps (Nos. 96 and_ others), 
which heralded the first issues 
of the new Republic. Higher and 
higher climbed the values of the 
notes, and the first sign of the 
decreasing value was the aban- 
donment of recess-printing. 

The 1920 series were handsome 
things letterpress printed on pa- 
per with the appropriate water- 
mark; then notes became smaller 
and simpler, but were still pro- 
duced in elaborate multicolor 
work on good paper. 

By 1920 the position had de- 
teriorated, and a new series of 
notes was again required. Remem- 


engraved 20m. stamp (Plough- 
man, No. 155) was the top de- 


pre-1914 highest value. The sit- 
uation went downhill rapidly. 
Soon pfennig stamps became un- 
necessary, marks were measured 
in tens, then hundreds, and thou- 
sands, 

The notes climbed up. the 
dreadful spiral following the 
prices, all in an effort to stave 
off the economic ruin which the 
attempts at reparation payments 
brought in their train. The 500m. 
note of February 1922 is a hand- 
some, large thing still, with its 
many colors back and front. But 
the 1000m. has already become 
considerably less elaborate, and 
for the first time we have a 
5000m. note, dated December 
1922 (contemporary with Scott’s 
Nos. 198-209). 

By February 1923, a simple 
three-color note proclaims “20,- 
000 Marks”, with something more 
elaborate for the 100,000m. de- 
nomination. German money was 
now worth only one percent of 
its pre-1914 values. . 

Up, up, went the figures. The 
first Million Mark note (ominous- 
ly enough, printed on one side 
only) still retained the thick pa- 
per of the immediate post-war 
period. Soon however it was re- 
placed by something little more 
elaborate than a simple check, 
one color printing only now, as 
the prices went dizzying up. 

July of that year saw the first 
50 Million Mark note. They had 
by this time given up printing 
special stamps, and _ contented 
themselves with overprints. 
Meanwhile the bank struggled to 
keep up with the fantastic de- 
mand for paper money. It is- 
sued directives empowering local 
authorities, factories and any or- 
ganization whatsoever to issue its 
own currency as a temporary ex- 
pedient. 

The 100 Million Mark note is 
dated August 22, 1923. It pre- 
ceded the stamps of that denomi- 
nation by only a few weeks, and 
it is the last attempt at multi- 
color printed notes by the Reichs- 
bank. It was followed by the 
Milliard Marks (an_ overprint 
over an uncirculated 1000 Marks 
of 1922) and a definitive note of 
the same denomination dated 
September 5, 1923. 

At last, with the release of a 
little violet and black slip of 
flimsy paper purporting to be 
worth 5 Milliard Marks, they 
gave up the struggle... . 5,000,- 
000,000 Marks, somewhat more 
than the total wealth of the Ger- 
man Empire in 1914, less than ten 
years was later expressed by an 
insignificant piece of paper. 

When conversion to a _ saner 
money was effected (by the fic- 
tion of pledging each mark 
against a piece of German soil), 
10 milliards equalled but one 
pfennig in the new coin, and the 
entire accumulated wealth of the 
nation (when it could not be con- 
verted into foreign currency é6r 
durable goods) was swept away. 

The irony of it is that even the 
5 Milliard note still carried the 


ominous warning: “Whosoever 
imitates banknotes or forges 
them, or gains possession of 


imitated and forged notes and 
circulates them, will be punished 
with hard labor for not less than 
two years”, For half a pfennig, 
indeed! 


Nazi Jubilee 


Less than ten years later, even 
worse disaster struck the Father- 
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land. On last January 30 the Nazi 
revolt, which aimed at establish- 
ing the “Thousand Years’ Reich”, 
celebrated its silver jubilee. The 
“Thousands Years” of the Brown- 
shirts lasted just about twelve, 
and by the end of them, not only 
German currency, but the whole 
of Germany as well lay shattered 
under the impact of the most dis- 
astrous war in world history. 
Older readers will find it more 
than hard to picture that nearly 
25 years have elapsed since that 
attractive little trio with portrait 
of Frederick the Great, (Nos. 398 
—400) saw the light of day. 
They’re good ‘stamps now, but 
the reason for their issue (de- 
scribed as “Potsdam Day”) was 


the military ceremony and serv- 
ber, this was the year when the | = A 


ice in the Potsdam Garrison 
Church, when the Nazi leader- 
ship formally united with the re- 
vived Reichswehr to form a mili- 
tary alliance aimed at reconquer- 
ing Europe. 

The new session of Parliament 
was opened the following April 
12. It was a mockery of the 
democratic process, to be follow- 
ed by the celebrated Reichstag 
fire, which was the end of even 
this form of puppet representa- 
tion. Dimitrov has since become 
a well-known stamp personality, 


and his trial in Leipzig is re- 
called by a_ recent Bulgarian 
stamp. 
Ten Years Later 
Just fifteen years ago, the 


Third Reich was tottering, but 
still active—active enough to 
have a pretty stamp (and time) 
for “Stamp Day 1943”: to have 
enough special postmarks to get 
out a surcharged stamp (3pf. + 
2 pf.) designed to provide impres- 
sions and to give a few pfennigs 
for Hitler’s Culture Fund; and 
scope for attractive recess-print- 


ed issues honoring the armed 
forces, the labor organization, 
and horse races. 

It did not last long. High 


charity premiums and_ fantastic 
surcharges displayed only too 
clearly the insatiable demand of 
the war machine, and the urgent 
necessity for removing some of 
the Reichsmarks from circulation, 
Each of these stamps can be had 
today for only a small fraction of 
its original value. 

Two years later the end came, 
and post-war German issues 
started on their well charted path.

will have to pass on the extra 
expense to the American stamp 
houses he habitually supplies 
with new Yemen items. 

He had cabled a friend in Ye- 
tNen that the supposedly unis- 
sued APU’s had appeared on the 
New York market on January 16, 
and if the issue was official he 
wanted 200 sets rushed to him 
at once. The cable couldn’t have 
been timed better, for it reached 

aiz at exactly the same time as 
the 1,000 sets sent from the Min- 
istry of Communications for offi- 
cial release on the following day. 

Also, there was a_ scheduled 
airmail closing for Beirut on the 
following day. The hitch was that 
he hadn’t rushed any funds to 
cover the contingency, and his 
friend was temporarily “broke”. 

The necessary 130 silver riyals 
to make the purchase were bor- 
rowed, at the current unfavorable 
rate of the U.S. dollar in Yemen 
(86c per riyal instead of 80c). 
This was due to the East German 
trade mission in Sana’a having 
unloaded $60,000 on the Yemen 
money market to pay current op- 
erating expenses, the same week. 
With 10% added to cover ex- 
penses, packing, mailing, and 
time expended, the lot was rush- 
ed off in a very large and sub- 
stantial “FDC” at a total cost 
price of 614%c per set—some 6'%c 
per set more than “Mr. X” had 

aid. 
P This puts us in the incongruous 
position of advising the U.S. 
stamp public that if “Mr. X”, a 
thoroughgoing philatelic racket- 
eer, unloads at a reasonable deal- 
er’s profit in the U.S., and the 
Beirut (ASDA) wholesaler also 
disposes of his lot at the normal 
profit above cost, the comparison 
will make it seem that the bona- 
fide dealer is overcharging! 

Knowing “X” as we do, how- 
ever, and knowing that he knew 
there wasn’t the ghost of a 
chance for anyone else to get the 
unissued stamps in time to beat 
him to the draw, we suppose that 
the original asking price may 
have been high enough for the 
regular Beirut dealer to have 
passed on his own lot at normal 
profit without the appearance of 
being out of line with prevailing 
stateside prices. The next few 
weeks’ mail should tell the story. 

In the meanwhile, the official 
who is said to have manipulated 
the little deal at the expense of 
Egypt’s economy is_ passing 
around the story that he indeed 
delivered the 2,500 sets to the 
Egyptian dealer even though the 
latter didn’t pay any commission. 

To cover “Mr. X’s” unloading 
of the unissued stamps in the 
United States (it being ‘“under- 
stood” that there was no air jaunt 
to Beirut) he is saying that a 
well-known Sana’a accumulator- 
exporter bribed the Ministry of

Communications to sell him 1,500 
sets before issue, and that these 
were sold to “Mr. X” at from 10 
to 20% commission over face. 
(The alleged Sana’a culprit is the 
chap responsible for widespread 
counterfeiting of the first “Jam- 
biya” issue of 1926 and of mar- 
keting his productions with gen- 
uine seal-type cancels surrepti- 
tiously applied to them). 

It should be stated, at this 
point, that the office of the Post- 
master General of Yemen has had 
nothing to do with all this chi- 
canery, and that the Yemen Post 
Office Department has _ never 
taken any interest in philatelic 
affairs or attempted to engage in 
unethical practices. Any irreg- 
ularities with regard to Yemen 
issues, real or imaginary, have 
taken place outside of the coun- 
try, and have occurred at the 
hands of non-postal officials or 
postal authorities operating out- 
side of their point of reference 
and without the approval, or 
even knowledge, of the Postmas- 
ter-General’s office. 

_ Even the authorized forward- 
ing of the 2,500 sets to Cairo to 
pay the printing costs was ar- 
ranged by higher authority with- 
out prior knowledge of the Post- 
master Genera:, who had not yet 





received the new set for official 
issue by the Post Office. 

Until His Majesty’s govern- 
ment, now embarking on a se- 
ries of widespread improvements 
and development projects, has 
been able to take care of “first 
things first” (roads, communica- 
tions, hospitals, schools, agricul- 
tural improvements, export out- 
lets, and small factories) and can 
finally give its attention to the 
setting up of a modern Philatelic 
Agency, it is unlikely that the 
philatelic situation will improve 
greatly in Yemen. Just so long 
there will always be cheap chis- 
elers around the edges who will 
try to take advantage of the sit- 
uation. ; 

Supplies originating with reg- 
ular Beirut dealers at normal 
markup over cost (and cost usual- 
ly represents up to 20% over face 
for new issues, procured in Ye- 
men under considerable difficul- 
ties) represent the normal bona 
fide flow of new philatelic ma- 
terial from Yemen to the US. 
market under present conditions. 
Items offered at unreasonable 
markups over these prices should 
be viewed with suspicion, :
